BRADY AND KELLOGG INDICTED. 
W ashington, Msrch 27th.—The Grand 
Jury returned indictments this afternoon 
against Thos. J. Brady, for corrupt tffi jisl 
action in regard to the two Price routes, and 
one against William Pitt Kellogg, Kellogg 
is charged with unlawfully receiving money 
from Prid>, in consideration of corruptly in­ 
fluencing Brady in regard to Price’s mail 
rout-, and < nij against Brady a d Kellogg 
for conspiring in connection with the s:.me 
routes. 
After recess the Grand Jury came into 
Court with a number of presentments, among 
thsm one againct Thomas J. Brady and one 
agsiust EX-'Janfttor Kellogg. When they had 
bren read the examination of Dorsey was re­ 
sumed. Witness denied flatly RerdeU’s tfta'e- 
ment cf a conversation at Willarii’s Hotel, 
and declared that it was a bbckmailiog 
scheme on the part of Rerdell, who threat­ 
ened to have Busier indicted and go over to 
the Government. Regarding the affidavit of 
.Tunc, 1881, which was read to him. witness 
denied that he asked R-rdell to make it for 
the sake of his family, or that he offered him 
any inducement. 
A letter dated July 5, 1880, from Rerdell 
to Dorsey, was read by Ingersoll. Rerdell 
writes that he has been considering the steps 
he is about to take for over a year. Ho in­ 
tended to put himse'f in contec'ion with the 
Government before he was indicted, never 
dreaming that he was liable to indictment, 
bec.uue he only acted aasgent; but to fcis 
cost, he says, he listened to Bcsler, and re­ 
frained so fRr. He regretted it ever since, 
and it was something be would not do again 
for any consideration. As a consequence he 
was now pecnileH?, and will be under a cloud, 
no matter what is the result of the trial. If 
he had stuck to the Government he would 
now be free from indictment, and perhaps in 
a good position. Now again be had made up 
his mind to go over to the Government, and 
it was useless for Dorsey to appeal in the 
name of his family, for he (Rerdell) aleo had 
a family. He knew full well that when Dor­ 
sey aud Easier have no nse for him he may go 
to the devil for all they care. 
Holding twenty-eight checks in his band, 
Ingersoll offered to put them in evidence as 
repro’enting all the money drawn by Dorsey 
in Jnce, 3879, from Middleton & Company. 
He -fcaclel the checks to the prosecútioc, 
with a request, that they pick out the check 
upon which money had oeen drawn to pay 
Brady. 
The prosecution objected because they knew 
nothing of the checki 
At the request of the Court Ingersoll 
picked out the checks payable to Dorsey. 
Biiss renewed his objection made this mor­ 
ning to the checks. 
The Court held that the case was different. 
The offered evidence might be defective and 
incomplete, but with the understanding it 
would be shown that these were alt of the 
checks drawn in that month the evidence 
would be admitted. 
The checks were then read in detail. 
The letter to Clendeniu was read. Witness 
admitted the authorship, and was about to 
explain his motives for writing it when the 
prusecution objected. 
The Court held that he might explain. 
Adjourned. 
Conkling Discharged from Custody.

The Diamond Mine. 
Braidwood (IE), Maroh 27th.—There is 
no chango in the situation at the Diamond 
Bhaft since last night. Two forces of men are 
at work in the mice, one force clearing the 
track in the main roadway, the other trying 
to make an entrance over or thrcngh the ob­ 
structions which block the way at the farthest 
point explored. The officials of the mine 
state that it is barely possible that more 
bodies will be found tc-night. At the objec­ 
tive point of the search there is a large fall of 
rock, about 110 yards from the main shaft. 
At this place were found mcst of the bodies 
taken out yesterday. It is thought a num­ 
ber of victims lie r.nder h's mass of debris. 
The explorations have extended 425 yards in 
one direction from the main shaft, and 555 
yards in another.

A SAMPLE OF ATTEMPTED REGULATION. 


Ever since 1S73, when it was sought to 
regulate the commerce of the State with 
Woodland’s distance from San Francisco 
as tho basis of measurement for all dis­ 
tances in determining freight charges, there 
has been a constant effort to overthrow 
by legislation the plainest commercial prin­ 
ciples, so as to put places not favored by 
nature on a commercial level with those 
more advantageously located, and always 
at the expense of the carrier. 
To encour­ 
age leading industries the carriers have fre­ 
quently accepted 4hc punishment, and that 
products may go to market, have given 
special rates, which never are and never 
can he taken as the true measure of value 
for service rendered. 
But no sooner is this 
done than a howl is raised on the other 
hand, and the effort is made to use this 
very concession as a means of killing off 
competition. 
Take the case before the 
Railroad Commission on Monday. 
Rock­ 
lin quarries are charged by special rate for 
carriage of granite §3 per ton to Marc 
Island, where a new dry dock 
íb being 
* built. 
The Crystal Lake quarries, OS miles 
more distant, are charged by special rate 
$4. 
The local tariff was S3 70 and S3 40, 
respectively. 
Now comes Rocklin with a 
plaint amounting to a plea that either 
Crystal Lake be charged much more, or 
Rocklin much less—a Hat plea for discrim­ 
ination in its favor. 
It appears that a 
special rate was given to Fenryn and Rock­ 
lin at $3 on petition. 
Subsequently Crys­ 
tal Lake asked a like rate, but it was 
charged 
SI 
more. 
This enabled 
all 
three 
to 
ship to 
Mare 
Island 
and 
gave the 
carrier of the freight of all. 
Certainly this was fair to all the shippers 
and affords no reasonable gtound for Rock­ 
lin’s complaint, which asks that the whole 
business be adjusted upon its nearness to a 
temporary market, and that a special rate 
much lower than the general tariff be 
made lower still. 
The same situation is 
found in the grain shipments in this State, 
where on the same line the produce of 
points more distant is carried at the rate 
charged the point less distant. 
As the 
freight agent of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
, road company well said in h¡3 reply, “ The 
principle set up by complainant, that rates 
should always.be the samo per mile for all 
distances, would be disastrous to any carrier 
that adopted it, andwculd be unjustly dis­ 
criminative against communities remote 
from market. 
It would destroy interior 
industries and restrict the development of 
the resources of the country to the terri­ 
tory contiguous to the general marketB.” 
The. Courier Journal of Louisville, by no 
means friendly to railroads, after examin­ 
ing into a like matter, declares: “ The 
hope to abolish all differences between long 
and Bhort hanls, which will make the rate 
the same per ton per mile, whether it is 
carried one mile or five hundred, is utterly 
fallacious. 
No candid man who examines 
this subject clings long to such a preposter­

The Examiner, being cut to the quick, 
hastens to deny that it ever arraigned the 
Legislature for its lack of subserviency to 
its dictation when it urged with malignant 
persistency that war be waged to the knife 
against associated capital.

About once in fi re years a Canadian an­ 
nexation agitation ¡Awakened one side or 
the other of t'ue line. 
Another one is at 
hand now. 
A Mr. Bender has written, 
with much, skill and adroitness, a letter on 
the subj zct that is attracting attention. He 
pointe out that the Dominion is deeply in 
debt, and becoming yearly more and more 
involved; that the expenditures of the 
Government greatly exceed the revenues 
incoming or prospective; that the per 
capita of taxation is alarming the Canadians 
generally ; that 230,000 French Canadians 
have emigrated to the United States within 
the past fcur years, and large groups are 
constantly coming over; that the local cut- 
put for maintenance of the Government is 
out of all proportion in its excess to the ad­ 
vancement of the Canadas in population or 
material wealth; that while the United 
States is wiping out a mountain of debt 
rapidly and easily, our neighbors on the 
north are piling up one. 
The French and 
Irish Canadians, the latter constituting 
one-fourth of the population, he declares 
are anxious for annexation. 
He believes 
that the present generation will live to see 
the change effected. 
We doubt it. 
There 
must be two to a bargain. 
We have ter­ 
ritory enough and to spare just now. This 
people will hesitate long before they con­ 
sent to a dilapidated annex to our political 
structure—assuming all Mr. Bender says to 
be true. 
It is a matter fraught with mo­ 
mentous consequences, and there is nothing 
now to be seen indicating that the annexa­ 
tion of Canada is in the near process of na­ 
tional evolution, although in the far future 
the timber, fishery and other interests may 
make the absorption of Canada by the 
United States desirable.

WILL NOT BE CONVINCED. 


The San Francisco Bulletin sayB: “ If 
there is any glaring irregularity in the pres­ 
ent assessment, it is observable in the rela­ 
tion which San Francisco is made to bear 
to the State. 
We are assessed too high 
relatively, and the fact is proved, among 
other things, because we never get as much 
back for our schools as we contribute to 
the State ecliool fund.” The Bulletin may 
find mathematical difficulty in establishing 
the first proposition. 
As to the second, 
we have clearly shown that the paper errs 
in its comprehension of the principle upon 
which the common schools are supported. 
In that system counties and cities, so far 
as taxation and distribution of 
school 
money is concerned, are unknown. 
If San 
Francisco will produce children in the pro­ 
portion to its wealth and property values, 
the Bulletin will have nothing to complain 
of with regard to school funds.

S. Moss, a prominent 
citizen and large landowner, died a t his resi­ 
dence at French Camp, San Joaquin county, 
of old age, aged 85 years. 
Captain Moss was 
born in Virginia in 1798, and at an early age 
emigrated to Illinois. 
For*eome time he was 
in the flat-boat business on the Ohio and 
MisEPsippi rivers, and subsequently became 
Captain of a steamboat. 
He also engaged 
in the business of constructing railroads and 
afterwards engaged in the distilling trade.

H ardy a t first de­ 
clined,

one of the press representatives

escape, he took the guo and probably dropped 
it where it was found. 
On the opening of the Coart in the after­ 
noon, H ardy asked the indulgence of the 
Court for a short time, until he could bring a 
petition for a writ of prohibition before Judge 
Belden, and presented an affidavit of M ajors 
in support of th e writ.

five men. 
T u cso n (A. T.), M arch 27th.—A uthentic 
reports of the movements of tbe Indians since 
Saturday state that the bodies of two more 
men have been found on the trail of the I n ­ 
dians—one near Camp H uachuca and one 
near Antelope Sprirgs.

’General Crook is placing his men 
a t various points likely to te visited by the 
Indians, and sent a force in pursuit.

people of the Territory have hope of good re­

raided an adjoining ranch, belonging to F rai k 
A. Emm al. 
Fortunately lie left th at morn­ 
ing for this place, where he cow is. 
The 
country for miles around has been burnt, and 
fifty head of cattle run off.

(CONDENSATION OF LAST NIGHT'S DISFAICUES.) 


By the arrival of the Arabic at San 
Francisco we have Hongkong dates of 
March 1st and Yokohama of the 10th :, 
A French transport with 500 troops for 
the Tonquin expedition arrived at Hai­ 
phong February 21st, increasing the num­ 
ber of the force to 2,500 infantry, with ar­ 
tillery in proportion. 
No active hostilities 
are expected, however, a pacific settlement 
having been arranged by the French En­ 
voy. to China and Li Hung Chang. 
A report íb in circulation that the United 
States Envoy to Siam has been requested 
to act aa arbitrator in the Lao Choo Islands 
dispute between China and Japan. 
Swatow continues in a state of semi-war­ 
fare ; the German ships of war maintain a 
hostile attitude, closely watched by Chi­ 
nese gunboats. 
On shore the pnblic offices 
are guarded day and night by Chinese 
troops, to prevent possible seizure of offi­ 
cials by German sailors. 
The Chinese authorities protest vehem­ 
ently against the injustice of the British 
with respect to telegraph stations. 
The 
Hongkong Government recently prohibited 
the landing of a telegraph line in that 
colony. 
The Chinese now oppcae landing 
the British line at Shanghai, whereupon 
the British Consul receives instructions 
from home to effect and maintain a land- 
i lg by force, if necessary. 
JAPAN. 
At the exhibition of marine produce and 
fishing implements, opened March 1st in 
Tokio, upward of 15,000 varieties of fish 
and other productions from sea, lake and 
river were exhibited. 
Hanabnsha, the new envoy to Russia, is 
also accredited to the court of Sweden. 
General Van Bnren publishes a card an- 
nounejng his intention to institute proceed­ 
ings against a Yokohama paper which has 
reprinted satirical articles abont him from 
Nerw York journals and otherwise criticised 
his consular administration.

NEW LICENSE LAW. 
The new license law went into effect on 
the 13;h instant. It gives all the Boards of 
Supervisors power to impose a license tax 
at a rate to be fixed annually oa the first 
Monday 6f October, but for the year 1883 
they are privileged to fix the rates imme­ 
diately that shall be in force until said first 
Monday in October. Of course this law re­ 
peals the existing license law for counties. 
It does away with the quarterly system and 
permits the rate to be fixed according to any 
period. Itgives authority to impose a license 
tax upon auctioneers, bridges, ferries, 
wharves, chutes, piers, bankers, money lend­ 
ers, note-shavers or buyers or sellers, buyers 
or sellers of any evidence of private indebt­ 
edness; dealers in stocks, buyers or sellers 
of gold dust, bullion or coin ; public biiliard 
tables, theaters, caravans, menageries, cir­ 
cuses, acrobatic performances, shows of fig­ 
ures, jugglers, magicians, rope-dancers, 
necromancers, slight-of - hand performers, 
pawnbrokers, intelligence offices, sellers of 
spirituous, malt or fermented liquors or wine 
in less quantities than one quart. 
Also to license all who at a fixed place of 
business sell goods, wares or merchandise, 
wines or distilled liquors, drugs or medicines, 
jewelry, wares of precious metals, on com­ 
mission or otherwise (except agricultural or 
viticultural productions, or of any stock, 
dairy or poultry farm when sold by the pro­ 
ducer, and except such as are sold by auc­ 
tioneers under license); also all persons who 
keep horses or carriages for hire (except those 
used for the transportation of goods); also 
traveling merchants, hawkers, peddlers of 
goods other than manufactures or produc­ 
tions of this State ; also every keeper of a 
stallion, jack or bull used for propagation, 
for hire.' Propagation licenses granted by 
any county are cc-sxtensive with the State. 
The law exempts exhibitions or entertain­ 
ments of churches, schools, or for other chari­ 
table entertainments by any amateur associa­ 
tion or literary society of the town or district 
in which such exhibition or entertainment is 
given. Tt\p sale of liquors or wines referred 
to in our second paragraph must not be in 
less quantity than one quart. No license can 
be required of physicians, surgeons, apothe­ 
caries, for use of liquors in preparation of 
medicines. 
The new law is creating much discussion in 
business circles. There is a strong feeling in 
favor of the license rates upon trades, mer­ 
chandise and othor vocations, except those 
embraced 1>7 liquor selling and shows, pawn­ 
brokers and billiard saloons, being placed 
at the utmost at only a nominal figure. 
Merchants aoi tradesmen have long felt 
the license tax 
to 
be~ an irksome 
one and unequal in its operations. One of 
the peculiarities of the new law Í3 that for 
charitable purposes an amateur dramatic 
association of the district or town may give 
free performance--, but there is no provision 
that any other kind of a performance for 
charity or church'purpose shall be taxed at 
s ', so that provision exemption is surplusage, 
^ae of the peculiar features of the new law 
is, that while a local theatrical manager is 
compelled to pay a license, a concert troupe 
from abroad can come in and exhibit in a hail 
without license, thus discriminating against a 
theater. A large nnmber of shows are to pay 
license, while a still larger number of like 
character are freed from tax, as negro min­ 
strels, stereopticon shows, panoramas and a 
variety of others. 
Iu this connection it may be said that there 
seems to be a very general demand upon the 
part of our citizens for a substantial increase 
of the licenses for retail liquor Belling, and 
reducing it upon merchandise, or remitting it 
altogether. Many of the leading retail 
liquor dealers concur in this view, their ob­ 
ject being to eliminate from the business the 
low dives and doggeries. It will be observed 
that there is no maximum nor minimum of 
rates prescribed by tbe new law, it all being 
left in the discretion of the Board of Super­ 
visors. 
One of the principal and logical reasons 
urged by the business men against the mer­ 
chandise license, is that a portion of commer­ 
cial vocations are taxed, and another large 
portion go free. Also, that while the local 
merchant who sells home productions or 
manufactures must pay a license, a traveling 
merchant or peddler selling home products or 
manufactures, in competition with the taxed 
merchant, has the advantage of requir­ 
ing no license. The opinion is freely ex­ 
pressed that the law is bunglingly drawn, 
and harsh and unjust in its discriminations. 
One special exsmple may be cited. The mer­ 
chant who buys farm products to sell must 
pay a license, but the producer of like pro­ 
ducts may sell next door to him free of tax. 
A committee of the Board of Supervisors 
has the matter of license under the new law 
in hand, and in an interview with Supervisor 
Steinmann yesterday, who is a member of 
the committee, he stated that he was in favor 
of requiring an increased license upon saloons, 
cigar stores, theaters, variety shows, bridges, 
ferries, circuses, pack peddlers, vegetable 
peddlers, wagon peddlers and wholesale liquor 
dealers, and of adjusting a schedule which 
will relieve merchants and tradesmen. 


F uneral of M r. J elly.—The funeral of 
Samuel Jelly took place yesterday afternoon 
from his late residence on Second street. The 
interment was private, that being in accord­ 
ance with the known views of the deceased 
during his lifs time. The hour the services 
were to take place was not made public, and 
only the relatives and Eorae near family 
friends were present. The floral decorations 
about tbe caskét—the offerings of friends of 
the deceased—were profuse and beautifnl, 
there being many designs and exquisitely 
wrought in rarest flowers. The services were 
conducted by Rev. Dr. Dwinell, aided by a 
quartet composed of Miss May Milliken, Miss 
Jennie Woods, Elwood Bruner and Mr. 
Beaumont, the choir of the Congregational 
Church, of which the deceased was a leading 
member. The selections sang were, “ Abide 
With Me,” “ Nearer My God to Thep,”and 
at the cemetery, “ Thy Will be Done.” The 
pail-bearers were W, D. Stalker, Sparrow 
Smitb, H. Wachhorst, W. B. Miller, S. E. 
Carrington and H. A. Marvin. The remains 
were placed in the receiving vanlt for the 
present.

SOCIAL AND PERSONAL, 


THE RAIN-STORM. 
The glorious rain continued night before 
last and yesterday at intervals, and in the 
afternoon and evening assumed more the 
character of “ April showers ” than of a 
steady storm. There were several brief thun­ 
der showers during the afternoon and the 
peals wcrs louder than is often heard on the 
Pacific Coast, where the new comer fre­ 
quently hears from enthusiastic climatologists 
that we never have aDy thunder nor light­ 
ning. It is, however, rarely «that thunder is 
heard as loud here as yesterday. In reference 
to the storm Sergeant Barwick states that at 
noou yesterday the barometer was falling 
steadily from Olympia to Red Bluff, and 
slowly rising from the latter point to San 
Diego. Tbe portion of this storm giving the 
greatest amount of precipitation seems to 
have been at and near Visalia, for in eight 
hours 2.13 inches were piecipitated. There 
were 2.46 inches fell at Visalia up to noon yes­ 
terday, against 2 13 at Sacramento. 
The total rainfall at Sacramento for the 
storm up to 8 P. M. last night was 2 29 inches; 
making the same amount for the month; 
5 63 inches for the year ; and 13 18 inches for 
the season. Th6 rainfall to an equal date for 
ths seasons of 1877-8 was 23 58 inches ; for 
1878 9, 13.00 inches; for 1S79 80. 10 92 
inches; for 1880-1, 24 43 inches; for 18812. 
14.07 inches. The average rainfall for the 
past six years, to the 27th of March cf each 
year, was 16.03 inches. The present eeason’s 
rainfall.as compared with the average for the 
past Bix seasons, is 3,44 inches deficient. 
At 8 P. M. last night the weather report 
showed the barometer to be falling from 
Olympia to Red Bluff, and rising from the 
latter point to San Diego, the wind being 
southerly, with a tendency to the westward, 
and if so the storm will have passed us on 
its eastern journey ; but the extremely low 
barometer from Olympia to Roseburg, and 
still falling, may be the effects of 
another storm wave at sea, approach­ 
ing the northern coast. The weather is 
light rain at 8 p. m. last night at Olympia, 
Portland, Sacramento and San Diego, with 
heavy rain at Los Angeles, cloudy at Rei 
Bluff and Visalia, fair at San Francisco and 
threatening at Roseburg. The storm reached 
San Diego sometime yesterday between 12 m. 
and 8 p. if., for it was only cloudy at 12 M., 
while at 8 P. M. there had beeu .13 of an 
inch, and it was still raining at that hour (8 
p. M.). The rainfall for the entire storm from 
Olympia to San Diego is as follows: Olympia, 
1.73 inches ; Portland, 4 07 inches ; Rose­ 
burg, 1.33 inches ; Red Bluff, 2.41 inches ; 
Sacramento, 2.29 inches ; San Francisco, 2.03 
inches ; Visalia, 2 66 inches ; Los Ange’eq 
.49 of au inch ; San Diego, .13 of an incb. 
At 1 o'clock this morning the clouds were 
broken, but the wind was in the southeast 
and gave appearance of still further rainfall.

There is »n important difference in regard 
to the facility of marriage in the two co^n- 
tries. 
In the United States a man who 
occupies a respectable position m society 
cannot safely marry until he h is accatnu- 
lated property or secured in some way a 
handsome income, and the income must be 
very large before he can lay any of it aside 
a 'a i.st a rainy day. 
A teacher, for exam­ 
ple on a salary of §1,500 finds it neces- 
g*ry to whip the income up to §2,000 by 
teaching out of Bchool hours in order to 
maintain a small family iu good style in a 
country town, and thousands of young bust­ 
ness men are deterred from marriage until 
the needed income is secured. 
In this re­ 
spect the Germans have an advantage over 
us. 
Their atyle of living is far more eco­ 
nomica!, and not only are the expenses less, 
but wife and children coatribute more to 
the income. 
The American lady is more 
intelligent and refined, but she does not 
assist her husband ip business as much as 
the German wife does. 
In Germany the 
enterprising young man who is about to Bet 
up business for himself, looks first’for au 
industrious girl, who becomes practically a 
partner in his business. 
They marry at 
once, and live in the rear of the store, and 
the wife saves the expenses of one clerk 
until 
the 
business 
is 
on a 
very 
prosperous footing. 
The> marriage takes 
place 
five 
years 
earlier than 
would 
otherwise be prudent, and when a sub­ 
stantial success is gamed the family oc­ 
cupies 
comfortable 
apartments 
over 
the 
store, while the American trades­ 
man 
in 
a 
corresponding 
position 
m ust spend 
two 
or 
three times as 
much in mahstainibg a handsome establish­ 
m ent for his family, at a fashionable die- 
tancefrom his businese. The German chil-. 
dren, close at hand, render the father much 
assistance after the mother's increasiug 
cares prevent her from it. 
Tne American 
children of similar rank are too well 
dressed and too proud. 
Tucy do not oQLu 
assist the mother at home, and so the ex­ 
pense of a wasteful hired servant must be 
added to the family burden. 
The girls are 
“ ladies,” and they will m arry men who 
have already fought and won the battle cf 
life and who can Eupport them genteelly, 
or they will not marry at all. 
They 
are 
not 
averse to marriage, provided 
the fellow is “ eligible,” and everybody 
knows what that means. 
It means money, 
it means 
style, it means commencing 
the battle of life where it ought to end, 
viz., in the victory that comea as the re­ 
ward of long years of industry ; and the 
battle must be fought not by husband and 
wife commencing side by Side and work­ 
ing onward and upward together, but by 
the husband alone before the modern mar­ 
riage burden is shouldered. 
Could we 
not improve by learning a lesson of econ­ 
omy from our German cousins? 
Is there 
anything more beautiful in domestic life 
than the aid in business, in teaching, 
in literature, whatever the employment 
may be, which a devoted and industrious 
wife reuders to the husband as a willing re- 
tftrn for his devotion to her.—[T be House­ 
keeper.
